
A TRIP to the pub ended with a 
daring rescue for a have-a-go 
hero who saved a man from a 
burning narrow boat moored in 
Harlow. 

Jason Gleed, of The Hornbeams, 
braved intense heat and flames to drag 
Peter Hall from the River Stort after the 
boat went up in flames outside The 
Moorhen pub on Saturday evening. 

The assistant toolshop manager had 
been enjoying a drink with his family 
and a friend in the pub’s beer garden 
when he smelled smoke. 

“It was about 8.30pm. I had just fin¬ 
ished my pint and we were getting 
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ready to leave the pub when I noticed 
the smoke,” he told the Star. “I looked 
towards the river and saw flames and 
then I heard a scream quickly followed 
by a splash. 

“I jumped over the fence and saw a 
man struggling in the water so I got 
hold of him and tried to pull him out of 
the river, but he slipped back. 

“At the time I thought I couldn’t get 
a grip on him because of the water but 
I later realised it must have been the 
skin on his arms. It was literally peeling

off because he’d been so badly burned.” 

Mr Gleed eventually managed to 
drag Mr Hall from the river but the 
drama was not over as Mr Hall warned 
his rescuer there were gas canisters still 
on board the burning boat. 

“By now the boat was completely 
engulfed by flames and my friend 
Gemma [Larkin] took the man aside to 
try and calm him down while I phoned 
the emergency services,” said Mr 
Gleed. 

“There were about 50 people in the 
pub who’d come out to see what was 
going on so, with the help of staff, we 
tried to get everyone back inside. We 
were worried there could be a serious 


explosion.” 

Gemma, of Churchgate Street Old 
Harlow, added: “The man’s arms and 
body were completely covered in bums 
and his skin was hot to the 
touch and just falling off. 

I got him inside the pub 
where staff took him to 
the kitchen to pour cold 
water over him.” 

Police and fire 
crews quickly arrived 
on the scene and the 
blaze was eventually ext¬ 
inguished shortly after |

10pm. Mr Hill suffered 50 per cent burns to 
his body and was rushed to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital by ambulance. He is now 
receiving treatment in the specialist burns unit 
at Broomfield Hospital in Chelmsford where 
his condition is understood to be stable. 

Mr deed added: “I just did what anyone else 
in my position would have done, it was 
instinctive. 

“I just hope the man makes a full recovery. 

We wish him all the best.”

AN illegal immigrant who 
had hidden underneath a 
lorry as it travelled from 
Calais to gain entry to the 
UK died when he fell off and 
was run over by the vehicle 
when it reached Harlow, an 
inquest was told. 

Sameh Rahimi, a married 
Iranian, was one of two men who 
wedged themselves into a space 
between the wheels of the articu¬ 
lated trailer. 

But he became entangled and 
seriously injured when the vehicle 
stopped at an industrial estate off 
Edinburgh Way. 

Chelmsford Coroners Court 
heard on Friday that Mr Rahimi 
was then run over by the vehicle as 
it was reversing, leaving a trail of 
blood on South Road. 

The lorry driver drove off, not 
realising what had happened. 

The other man successfully 
freed himself and ran off. He has 
never been traced, the inquest was 
told. 

The body of Mr Rahimi was 
discovered by a passerby who 
alerted police. 

An investigation into the inci¬ 
dent, which took place in 
November 2006 , revealed that a 
roadsweeping vehicle had picked 
up some blood on its brushes as it 
passed through the scene about 
5 am. 

The lorry was located a short 
while later in River Way with 
blood and body tissue still on the 
tractor unit. 

Coroner’s officer John Denham 
said photographs were found near 
the body which showed Mr 
Rahimi was married with children. 

Although his age was not 
known, he was born in Iran and his 
family live in Afghanistan. 

Police investigator PC David 
Howard told the inquest that the 
dangers of being underneath a 
trailer between its wheels were 
obvious. 

“One of the people got out from 
underneath and that person rema¬ 
ins untraced. Another became seri¬ 
ously injured as the lorry started to 
reverse. 

“The lorry drove forward and 
the injured person, now on the car¬ 
riageway, was run over by the 
vehicle’s trailer.” 

Recording a verdict of acciden¬ 
tal death, Essex coroner Caroline 
Beasley-Murray said Mr Rahimi 
had sustained multiple injuries. 



Knifed teen's mum to 
join march for justice 


THE mother of a Harlow teenager 
stabbed to death outside an east 
London pub four years ago is calling 
on residents to show their support for 
her crusade for tougher sentences for 
violent criminals. 

Melanie Hopwood, of The Hides, 
Harlow, is inviting people to join her 
on the Life Should Mean Life march 
in central London on Saturday in 
memory of her son Tommy Jones, 
who was 16 when he died. 

The man who stood trial for his 
killing was cleared of murder and 
manslaughter by a jury, despite the 
fact he admitted stabbing Tommy with 
a 10-inch kitchen knife following a 
row outside the pub in Beckton. 

“I think about Tommy every single 
day of my life,” Ms Hopwood told the 
Star. “The fact the thug who killed 
him got away with it makes me sick to 
my stomach. 

“It should be my son’s killer doing 
the life sentence but instead it’s me 
and my family. We’ve never been able 
to come to terms with our loss.” 

Ms Hopwood said she hoped the 
change in Government would signal a 
new attitude to tougher sentences.

“Life should mean life, not 15 
years,” she said. “And there should be 
much tougher sentences for those car¬ 
rying knives because at the moment 
there is no deterrent.” 

Organised by pressure group 
Families Fighting For Justice, Satur¬ 
day’s rally will begin at Temple 
Underground station and proceed past 
the Houses of Parliament and 10 
Downing Street before finishing up in 
The Mall. 

“There are hundreds of people in 
Harlow who will have been directly 
affected by violent crime and I would 
encourage all of them to join the 
march to help get our message 
across,” said Ms Hopwood.

A GROUP of intrepid 
explorers have embarked on 
a Far Eastern adventure in a 
bid to raise thousands of 
pounds for St Clare Hospice.

The college’s existing higher 
education provision will move 
into the new state-of-the-art 
accommodation. 

Mr Halfon said: “Harlow 
College has been transformed 
in recent years and is rapidly 
becoming one of the best 
colleges in England. The 
partnership with Anglia 
Ruskin builds on this success. 
“It’s a proud time for Harlow 
as we will soon have a great 
university centre as well as an 
excellent college in our town.” 


Town centre plan 
'alive and kicKing' 


THE head of the organisa¬ 
tion tasked with overseeing 
the regeneration of Harlow 
town centre believes it will 
still go ahead despite recent 
setbacks. 

Andrew Bramidge, chief execu¬ 
tive of Harlow Renaissance, said 
he remained confident the ambi¬ 
tious plans will come to fruition 
even though there is currently no 
developer in place after Stockland 
pulled out earlier this year.

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“In the current financial climate 
it’s highly unlikely that we’ll find a 
single developer to oversee the 
entire regeneration project,but 
we’ve been hugely encouraged by 
the number of firms contacting us 
to express their interest in the 
scheme.” 

Asked if securing the services 
of multiple developers would put 
the project at risk of being devel¬ 
oped piecemeal, Mr Bramidge said 
all interested firms would be 
expected to adhere to a master- 
plan.

The procurement process will 
begin in a matter of weeks but Mr 
Bramidge said he did not expect 
the contract to be put out to tender 
until the beginning of next year. 

“We are also talking to shop¬ 
keepers, businesses and landown¬ 
ers about how they can contribute 
to the scheme and we have been 
encouraged by the feedback 
we’ve received so far,” he 
added. 

“Rest assured we will be 
working closely with our part¬ 
ners right up until our last day as 
a company next March to 
ensure we do all we can to find 
new developers for what rema¬ 
ins a very exciting project.”

Threat of economic stagnation 


SIR, Robert Halfon has a touching 
faith that the Coalition 
Government’s budget ‘will protect 
people on low incomes and the 
poorest’. (Star, September 16). Yet 
it is the poorest and most 
vulnerable who are expected to pay 
for the deficit. 

The Government’s claim to be 
progressive and fair was quickly 
demolished by the Institute for 
Fiscal Studies, which argued that 
the poor would be hit hardest. 

The legal failure to consider the 
impact on women, disabled people 
and ethnic minorities was criticised 
by the Fawcett Society. Numerous 
official bodies fear an increase in 
inequality. 

The big losers will be poorer 
families, people with disabilities 
and long-term illnesses, pensioners 
and the unemployed. 

Mr Halfon ignores the effects of 
YAT, a highly regressive tax, and 
the very unfair cap on housing 


benefit. In the same issue, Shelter 
warns of the damage, especially 
increased homelessness. 

Where are the planned welfare 
cuts of £llbn with a further £4bn 
identified? Why is the Government 
punishing the so-called ‘lifestyle 
choices’ of the poor (George 
Osborne’s insulting term)? 
Ministers scramble to protect 
budgets from the sustained assaults 
on public services. More vulnerable 
people will lose services while 
workers lose their jobs. The private 
sector won’t escape, as can be seen 
from the cancellation of the 
Building Schools Programme. 

Some protective measures cited 
may indeed help. However, even 
the flagship policy of increasing 
tax allowances by £1,000 has 
limitations. Those least well-off, 
unemployed people and poorer 
pensioners don’t pay income tax. 
The Government plans to shrink 
the state back to the 1980s (but 


even more harshly than Thatcher) 
and then the ’30s. The scale and 
speed of cuts risk, at the very least, 
economic stagnation for years. 

If Attlee had pursued this route 
after the war, when debt was deep, 
we would never have had a 
progressive Welfare State. 

It’s not public spending - or 
Gordon Brown - wrecking the 
economy but the recklessness and 
greed of international bankers. 
Let’s see how the Government 
tackles tax avoidance and evasion, 
regulates markets and negotiates 
the ‘Robin Hood’ tax on financial 
transactions. 

Otherwise, how many services will 
survive to defend vulnerable 
people after these ferocious cuts?

The proposal of raising pensions in 
line with earnings, inflation or 2.5 
per cent (whichever is higher) is 
correct, but he has failed to point 
out that for the last few years 
earnings have been lower than 
inflation and we have still been 
receiving increases of 2.5 per cent. 
He has also failed to mention that 
the Government is not using the 
Retail Price Index but the 
Consumer Price Index, which is 
much lower. 

Next year, when VAT is 20 per cent, 
we will then lose the 2.5 per cent 
increase back to the Government.

SIR, The North Harlow Joint Venture has recently 
sent out a leaflet which describes in soft pastel 
tones how their proposals to build on land between 
Hunsdon, Widford, Much Hadham,

Your readers might note the absence of any 
suggestion now that the development is intended to 
relieve or assist in the regeneration of Harlow. 

The leaflet gives the impression that these plans 
have been developed based on consultation with the 
general public and with key stakeholders including 
East Herts Council, Eastwick & Gilston Parish 
Council and STOP Harlow North. It’s true that 
NHJV has sought to engage with each of these but 
absolutely false that the plans reflect the 
overwhelming feedback they have received from 
each. 

Now that the always discredited East of England 
Plan has been dropped NHJV is having to resort to 
desperate measures, including being economical 
with the actualite. Considering that the partners in 
NHJV are two of the largest land investment 
companies in the UK, such despair seems incredible 
until one remembers the investment they have made 
so far. What was the cost of that last mailshot 
alone? 

East Herts Council has to prepare a Local Plan to 
guide future development for the district and the 
current Local Development Framework still 
includes reference to Harlow North because it was 
being prepared in line with the East of England 
Plan. 

The council is currently undertaking a public 
consultation. Star readers now have the opportunity 
to show once and for all that local people do not 
want this blight and give East Herts Council reason 
to drop Harlow North from the Local Plan.

Pervert jailed

Catton, of Mayfield Park, 
Bishop’s Stortford, pleaded guilty at 
at Chelmsford Crown Court to 
charges of sexual assault by penetra¬ 
tion and oral rape. 

Kim Jenkins, representing Catton, 
said in mitigation, the defendant 
seemed to have had a “brainstorm” 
before the attack. 

“These were clearly very distress¬ 
ing offences,” she told the court. 
“He clearly appreciates the revul¬ 
sion in acts such as these.” 

Passing sentence, Judge David 
Turner QC said of the attack: “It 
was a dreadful experience. She was 
attacked and sexually violated by a 
stranger. 

“She suffered a skin tear and graz¬ 
ing, there was vile sexual talk and 
talk of liking older women. 

“She was petrified for 10 minutes 
during the most dreadful experience 
of her life.” 

The judge, who was told Catton 
had a previous conviction for harass¬ 
ment of a woman which involved 
stealing a pair of knickers, added: 
“There’s a question about your sexu¬ 
al deviance.” 

As well as ordering Catton to 
remain on the sex offenders register 
indefinitely, he warned him not 
to approach females in secluded 
spots such as woodland and parks.

ome 25 years ago a 
Harlow-based scientist 
named Cyril Drake was 
hailed for producing one of 
the “greatest discoveries of 
our time”. 

The former chief research fellow at 
Harlow’s Standard Telephone Labor¬ 
atories invented a water soluble 
glass called Vitrilease and his 
disocvery was was reported in the 
Star 

The miraculous substance allowed 
for the controlled release of 
chemicals. 

Imagining its possible applications, 
scientists were thrilled with the idea 
that the magical glass-like material 
could be used to cure tropical 
diseases, kill pests and improve the 
health and meat yield of animals. 

Scottish scientists were also hopeful 
of the substance’s possible aid in 
bone surgery. 

Vitriliease was even thought to be 
able to help with insulin distribution 
in diabetic patients and prevent 
corrosion in motor vehicles. 

Father-of-four Drake, then 63, had 
been most excited by the fact it 
might help purify the parasite-ridden 
waters of Zambia and Zimbabwe. 


“One of the most satisfying outcomes 
of my work would be to help Third 
World countries improve their yields 
in food stuffs,” he told the Star at the 
time. 

Before this headline-producing 
discovery, Drake had spent 40 years 
at the laboratories. 

When he wasn’t working or instilling 
a love of science in his children, he 
put his feet up with some good old 


science fiction literature. 

But despite the exciting discovery, 
little now seems to be known of what 
happened to Vitrilease or Cyril Drake.

AN 83-year-old man who put 
his hands down the knickers of 
a seven-year-old girl while 
comforting her has been 
spared a jail sentence. 

Although Robert Snooks, of Ram 
Gorse, Harlow, admitted sexually 
assaulting the girl on May 24 last 
year, a judge at Chelmsford Crown 
Court accepted that he had no sexu¬ 
al motive. 

Instead of receiving a prison sen¬ 
tence, Snooks was given a two-year 
community order. He also banned 
Snooks from going to pubs for three 
months. 

Richard Stevens, prosecuting, 
told the court the incident happened 
after the girl had been bullied. 

“A couple of boys had been vio¬ 
lent towards her and she went to the 
defendant’s s home where he com¬ 
forted her,” said Mr Stevens. 

While they were watching foot¬ 
ball on the television Snooks called 
the girl over to him and she sat on 
his lap.

“He stroked her, rubbing his hand 
over the lower part of her chest ,” 
said Mr Stevens. “His hand and fin¬ 
gers went inside her waistband. 

“She was nervous, frightened and 
shocked. She went home, told her 
mother and it was reported to the 
police.” 

Louise Muir Wilson, representing 
Snook, said in mitigation he was of 
positive good character and had not 
had any contact with police before 
this incident 

She continued: “He stroked and 
comforted the child. He wasn’t con¬ 
centrating: he was half asleep and 
watching television. He had no sex¬ 
ual feelings. 

“He wishes to express his apolo¬ 
gy for his utterly ill-thought-out 
behaviour and the effect on anyone.” 

Passing sentence, Judge Anthony 
Goldstaub told Snooks: “You suffer 


from periods of absent mindedness 
and during such a period you com¬ 
forted the girl. She had come to you 
for comfort having been bullied by 
some boys.” 

Although there was no sexual 
motive, the judge told Snooks he 
was guilty of sexual assault because 
of the legal definition that an act 
which looks objectively sexual is 
deemed sexual, even if the person 
had no sexual intentions at all. 

Despite ordering Snooks to go 
onto the sex offenders register for 
five years, the judge said: “The 
prosecution don't regard you as a 
paedophile or a risk to other chil¬ 
dren. Society must face the problem 
of elderly people reaching the point 
where behaviour is unacceptable. 

“If people feel I ought to have 
dealt with you more harshly in this 
unusual or even unique case, if they 
hope to live till their 80s let them 
cast the first stone because of the 
problems of people getting to their 
senior years.”

LABOUR chiefs in Harlow are urging 
party members to take part in public 
consultations on proposed changes to 
the council’s decision-making process.

“A centralised executive is bad 
enough but to consider entrusting such 
power with a single individual like a 
Mayor shows a lack of understanding of 
the needs and views of the people in our 
town”.

Smoke alarm

A COUNCIL tenant has been 
left fuming after waiting three 
months for maintenance con¬ 
tractors to replace her broken 
smoke alarm. 

Mum-of-one Kerry Black (25), of 
Moorfield, was told not she should 
not install a new alarm herself as she 
would then be liable for any damage 
caused to her flat in the event of the 
unit malfunctioning. 

Despite repeated complaints to the 
council, she claims she was told that 
contractors Kier Harlow did not have 
the money or resources to carry out 
the job. 

Ms Black, who lives in the flat 
with partner Chris Grinstead (27) 
and son Joshua (2), told the Star: 
“Our lives have been put at risk 
because Kier claimed they couldn’t 
spare the resources to carry out a 10- 
minute job. 

“To make things worse, we were 
told we couldn’t fit a new one our¬ 
selves in case we didn’t install it 
properly and something went wrong. 
I couldn’t believe what I was hear¬ 
ing!” 

The family had to remove their 
faulty alarm in July after it continued

to go off for no reason. 

“The noise was driving us and our 
neighbours up the wall so it had to be 
taken down, but I never for a minute 
imagined we’d still be waiting for a 
new one three months later. What if 
there had been a fire?” 

John Phillips, operations director 
for Kier Harlow said Ms Black had 
been given “inaccurate information” 
by the firm and apologised 
for the delay. 

“Unfortunately at the time 


we were unable to allocate an electri¬ 
cian to this job as quickly as we 
would have liked, but changes have 
now been made to the electrical team 
to ensure that this sort of issue does 
not occur in the future,” he added. 

“We have now spoken to Ms Black 
and have arranged for an electrician 
to attend her property this Friday 
[tomorrow].”

Wig makes 
a world of 
difference 
for brave 
Aimee-Lee

A YOUNG girl suffering 
from an extremely rare skin 
disorder which left her 
without hair is helping to 
raise awareness of children’s 
genetic conditions by sup¬ 
porting a charity which pro¬ 
vided her with a real hair 
wig. 

Aimee-Lee Harlow (7) is one 
of only five children in the UK 
and 500 worldwide to suffer from 
Haywells Syndrome. 

As well as losing all her hair, 
her symptoms include a lack of 
sweat glands which make her sus¬ 
ceptible to hypothermia in winter 
and overheating in summer, no 
tear ducts and underdeveloped 
finger nails and toenails. 

Aimee-Lee, who lives with her 
mum Mel in Sawbridgeworth, 
started losing her hair at the age of 
three but NHS shortfalls meant 
she could not be given a natural 
hair wig. Instead, she was provid¬ 
ed with an adult acrylic wig 
which, as well as being too big, 
aggravated her scalp infections. 

She was also teased by other 
children pulling at the ill-fitting 
hairpiece. 

But now, thanks to Ectodermal 
Dysplasia Society and the charity 
Jeans for Genes, Aimee-Lee has 
received a wig made specifically 
for her at a cost of more than 
£ 1 , 200 . 

“Aimee-Lee now has the hair 
she deserves and with it has come 
confidence and joy on a daily 
basis, something her mum could 
only pray for before,” said a 
spokeswoman for Jeans for 
Genes. 

“With her new hair she looks 
like all the other girls in her class 
at school and is a bubbly, fun-lov¬ 
ing, bright child.” 

Aimee-Lee was born with a 
cleft lip/palette and regulary vom¬ 
ited during feeding due to over¬ 
heating. Slowly her symptoms 
developed but it was only when a 
dentist pointed out the possibility 
that she had ectodermal dysplasis 
that she was diagnosed with

Haywells Syndrome by doctors at 
Addenbrookes Hospital in Camb¬ 
ridge. 

When she was four her mum, a 
single parent, met other families 
coping with the same or similar 
syndromes through the Ectode¬ 
rmal Dysplasia Society and Jeans 
for Genes and discovered that 
with their support she could buy a 
specially made wig. 

“Sharing experiences with 
other families takes a weight off 
Mel,” said the Jeans for Genes 
spokeswoman. “Now, with a 
greater understanding, of Hay¬ 
wells Syndrome, managing symp¬ 
toms has become easier and their 
doctor appointemt-filled routine 
has become the norm. 

“Now she doesn’t overheat, she 
is able to puts clips in her hair, put 
it up in a pony-tail and, more 
importantly, she feels like it’s her 
own.” 

Jeans for Genes was set up 15 
years ago with the aim of improv¬ 
ing the lives of children with 
generic disorders. Since then it 
has raised more than £3 5m to pay 
for care and support services for 
children and families, as well as 
funding ongoing research into the 
conditions. 

One of its main fundraising 
events if Jeans for Genes Day, 
which encourages people who 
wear their jeans to work or school 
in return for a donation.

Hoax fire calls at five-year low 


THE number of hoax calls made 
to the county’s firefighters has 
dropped by 65 per cent during the 
past five years. 

Figures released by Essex 
County Fire and Rescue Service 
show a steady decline in the num¬ 
ber of hoax calls the service 
receives, from 1,489 in 2004 to 
just 531 last year. 

Assistant Divisional Officer 
Vernon Kendall said: “Hoax calls 
are a problem. As a service we 


deal with more than two a day but 
the number we get has been 
reducing year-on-year. 

“We recognise that the menace 
of hoax calls affects all people liv¬ 
ing within Essex and we are doing 
all we can to deter the hoax caller. 

“The problem costs money and 
consumes valuable resources and 
could potentially cost people’s 
lives because appliances are not 
available to protect the public 
when and where we should be.”

Keep a check on 
blood pressure 


T HREE-quarters of 

adults in the UK do not 
know their blood 
pressure, according to latest 
research carried out by the 
Blood Pressure Association. 

In a warning timed to coincide with 
National Blood Pressure Awareness 
Testing Week, the BPA says these 
people are taking an unnecessary 
risk with their health. 

High blood pressure, also called 
hypertension, usually has no 
symptoms and many people often 
do not know they have it. But it can 
be fatal. 

It narrows the arteries and blood 
vessels in the body. If the blood 
pressure remains high for a long 
period of time and is not treated 
there is an increased risk of a heart 
attack, stroke or even heart failure. 
High blood pressure is also a risk 
factor for kidney disease, dementia 
and some eye conditions. 

The good news is it is both 
treatable and preventable. There are 
lots of ways to reduce the risk - by 
eating a healthier diet and 
increasing the amount of exercise 
are just two of the ways of lowering 
it. 

It is important to keep track of your 
blood pressure. By having regular 
checks you can keep track of these 
numbers and adapt your lifestyle if 
needed. 

Eileen Jolley, head of staff health 
and wellbeing at The Princess 
Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust, 
said: “It is important that everyone 
is aware of their own blood 
pressure because maintaining it 
within a healthy range is key to 
reducing the risks of wider health 
problems. 

“I would advise that people for 
whom it is common within their 
families or are generally at risk of 
increased blood pressure should 
seek advice and visit their GP.” 



Symptoms of two killer diseases 


W OULD you know how to recognise 
the symptoms of meningitis or 
septicaemia? 

One in 10 people who are affected by 
meningitis die and many more are left 
with a range of disabilities. 

This week is Meningitis Research 
Foundation Awareness Week which aims 
to raise awareness of two diseases that, if 
untreated, can have devastating effects. 
Both can be hard to recognise at first, 
however. Symptoms usually include fever, 
vomiting, headache and generally feeling 


unwell while the more serious side effects 
include a rash (although not present in all 
cases), neck stiffness, dislike of bright 
lights, seizures and being very sleepy or 
difficult to wake. 

Red flag symptoms of septicaemia include 
pale or mottled skin, cold hands and feet, 
and muscle pain. 

It is estimated that there are around 3,500 
cases in the UK and Ireland every year. 

By recognising the symptoms, acting fast 
by seeking urgent medical advice can help 
save lives. 


Hospital supporting the first sexual 
health campaign to target over 50s 



S EXUALLY transmitted 
infections, or STIs, are 
increasing in the over 50s, with 
evidence they are rising faster 
than the younger generation. 

As part of Sexual Health Week 
2010, the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust is 
supporting the first sexual 
health campaign targeted 
specifically at people over 50. 
Health Protection Agency data 
shows that chlamydia cases in 
the UK rose by 72 per cent in 
men and women in the 45-64 
age group between 2002-06 
while there was a 93 per cent 
increase in gonorrhoea in 
females in the same age group 
between 1999 and 2008. 

With more long-term 
relationships breaking up than 
ever before, older men and 


women are returning to the 
dating scene but in many cases 
are ignoring safer sex messages. 
GUM consultant Dr Gail Crowe 


said: “The problem is that lots 
of people over 50, single or 
dating, don’t think safer sex 
applies to them. 


“If you’ve been in a long-term 
relationship it may not have 
been something you've had to 
factor in for years. And after the 
menopause, when pregnancy 
isn't a concern, using condoms 
can be easily forgotten about. 
The result is STIs are making a 
comeback in a new generation.” 
Most STIs are curable and all 
are treatable. Advances in 
technologies and medications 
mean that tests are far less 
invasive than they once were. 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
offer a number of clinics, both 
walk-in and appointment, for 
anyone who requires a test or 
has concerns. 

Appointments are available 
during the day and on two 
evenings per week, and a GP 
referral is not necessary.

Just because you like the look of 
one primary or secondary school 
doesn’t mean that all of the others 
in your area are the same. 

Visit the schools if you can. Use 
the opportunities presented by 
school open days to see what they 
have to offer, or if you prefer, 


make an appointment and take the 
time to tour the school on a 
private visit. Teachers should be 
more than happy to answer all of 
your questions and show you 
parts of the school that open days 
might not allow. 

Talk to your child as they will 
almost certainly know children 
who attend the schools on your 
list. Find out from them what 
their friends think or ask their 
friends directly. You would be 
surprised at just how unbiased 
and informative children can be 
about their schooling. 

Ask about the facilities and after 
school activities the schools have 
to offer. Remember that school is 
not only a place of learning but 
also a place where your child will 
learn the rudimentary skills of 
communication and how to mix 
with others. 

Ask about league tables and exam 
results to judge how well the 
school performs. 

If necessary make a shortlist of 
schools that you think may fit the 
bill and ask to visit them again. 
Sometimes a second look can 
throw up things that you may have 
missed first time round or that 



just didn’t spark your interest at 
the time. Most schools will be 
happy to do this. Not only does it 
show you have your child’s well 
being at heart, but it also allows 
you to familiarise yourself with 
the staff along the way. 

Make notes - and lots of them - 
don’t be afraid to ask your guide 
to repeat some information you 
may think relevant. After all you 
only have a certain amount of 
time to tour the school. 

Observe how the teachers and 
pupils interact .Finally, and 
perhaps most importantly, take on 
board your child’s comments and 
opinions. After all it is they who 
will be spending most of their 
time at school. If it looks right 
and feels right, then it more than 
likely will be, but if your child 
isn’t going to be happy there then 
the whole process can only end in 
tears. 

Finding the right school for your 
child is one of the most important 
tasks you will perform as a 
parent. If you get it right your 
child will be happy, content and 
flourish in the pursuit of 
knowledge, which is one of the 
greatest gifts you as a parent will 
ever receive.

REVIEW 

Noises Off 

Global Productions, Harlow Playhouse 

A WHIRLWIND of wit and 
whimsy, Michael Frayn’s riotous 
farce-within-a-farce is rightly 
regarded as one of the funniest 
plays ever written. 

But it would be facile to suggest the 
exemplary script alone makes for 
easy laughs because this must also be 
one of the most difficult comedies to 
successfully stage - especially for an 
am dram group. 

If the complication of a fully-rotatable 
set isn’t enough of a headache for a 
director, the complex stage directions, 
zippy dialogue and intentionally 
chaotic delivery demand a degree of 
professionalism not often expected of 
an amateur production. 

But it is testament to the enormous 
capabilities of director Michael 
Phillips and his cast that Global 


Productions’ effervescent adaptation 
of Frayn’s love letter to the theatre 
was a veritable tour-de-force of 
double entendres, sheikhs and 
sardines. 

Global stalwart Richard Holliss was 
his usual brilliant self as grouchy 
director Lloyd Dallas, whose 
frustration with the ropey rehearsals 
for gauche sex comedy Nothing On is 
tempered only by the knowledge his 
next job will be directing Richard III. 
As he sits head in hands off-stage, his 
hapless actors give a hilarious 
glimpse of the first act of the raunchy 
play-within-a-play, with forgetful Dotty 
Otley (played with great relish by 
Christine Holliss) continually 
screwing up a simple routine 
involving a troublesome plate of 
sardines. 

David Reed and Lucy Elliott were 
similarly impressive as on-stage lovers 
Garry Lejeune and Brooke Ashton, 
the latter remaining composed 
throughout despite spending most of 


the play in a state of undress as all 
hell breaks loose around her. 
Meanwhile, misfiring method man 
Frederick Fellowes (Keith Cummings) 
struggles with nosebleeds, motivation 
and a misinterpreted dalliance with 
Garry’s off-stage lover Dotty that leads 
to some sublime slapstick in the 
second act as axe-wielding cast 
members chase each other around 
backstage. 

But it was Chris Millington who very 
nearly stole the show as ageing, 
alcoholic thesp Selsdon Mowbray, a 
hilariously overblown RSC veteran 
who spends more time at the bottom 
of a whiskey bottle than he does on 
stage. 

A triumph of controlled insanity, if 
Global Productions can continue to 
put on amateur productions of such 
outstanding quality - and this is by no 
means their first - Harlow 
theatregoers can safely spare their 
wallets an expensive trip up West.

BEN Affleck may be best known an 
actor but the chisel-jawed leading 
man is steadily delivering his best 
work behind the camera. 

He already has an Oscar on the 
mantelpiece as co-writer of Good 
Will Hunting and his directorial 
debut, Gone Baby Gone, was a 
gritty adaptation of Dennis Lehane’s 
novel that garnered numerous 
critical plaudits. 

For his second feature in the 
director’s chair, Affleck remains on 
the streets of Boston for a taut heist 
thriller. The Town is a well-crafted 
and vivid portrait of a close-knit 
community of men with a strict 
code of silence that condemns 
those whose speak out of turn to an 


early grave. 

Doug MacRay (Affleck) is doomed 
to repeat the mistakes of his father 
Stephen (Chris Cooper) - currently 
serving time in a maximum security 
prison - as the mastermind of a 
four-strong team of bank robbers 
comprising trigger-happy best friend 
Jem (Jeremy Renner), Gloansy 
(Slaine) and Desmond (Owen 
Burke). 

On their final job, Jem takes bank 
manager Claire Keesey (Rebecca 
Hall) hostage, releasing her once 
they are safely away from pursuing 
cops. 

Fearing that the terrified woman 
may identify them, Doug engineers 
a meeting in a laundrette and slowly 
develops an attraction to Claire, 
who has no idea that she is falling in 
love with the man who pointed a 
gun at her head hours earlier. 
Meanwhile, FBI Special Agent 
Frawley (Jon Hamm) treads on the 


toes of Boston police detective Dino 
Ciampa (Titus Welliver) to 
apprehend the thieves and bring 
down money man Fergie Colm 
(Pete Postlethwaite). 

The Town cranks up the tension as 
Doug struggles to keep his affair 
with Claire secret from Jem and the 
posse. Once the apparent betrayal 
comes to light, it ignites a powder 
keg of emotions that rocks the 
neighbourhood to its foundations. 
The film is set in Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, the one-square-mile 
neighbourhood that apparently 
produces more armoured car and 
bank robbers than anywhere else in 
America. 

What it may lack in originality it 
makes up for in exhilarating action 
sequences and strong 
performances, with Affleck 
noticeably giving himself the least 
showy role and allowing his co-stars 
to chew the scenery.

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"ith tin-top, convertible 
and lifestyle estate 
variants, there’s more 
choice than ever when embarking 
on a Mini adventure. How about a 
family-friendly option? It might 
have taken a few years but it’s 
finally here, in the shape of the 
Countryman. 

You’d have thought that the 
situation would be bordering on 
saturation point by now, what 
with the second generation car 
having been launched back in 
2001, but you, the critics and the 
industry watchers would be 
wrong. Mini easily sold out its 
first year’s allocation of the 
Countryman. 


How big a deal exactly is this 
Countryman, then? In simple 
terms it’s the brand’s first four- 
door model and is sufficiently 
larger than the three-door hatch 
we all know and love to be viewed 
as an alternative to a compact 
family car. 

With its accommodating rear 
seats - another first for a Mini - 
the Countryman can be 
configured with a three-seat split¬ 
fold rear bench or a surprisingly 
more practical two seat 
arrangement. The latter proves 
easier to flip and fold and, 
predictably, affords rear seat 
occupants the ability to spread 
out a little. A secondary panel can 
be flipped down to create a flat 
boot floor for ease of loading and 


to hide personal items out of 
sight. 

Front seat occupants fare just as 
well. The Countryman’s cabin 
offers two adults plenty of room, 
plus a raised driving position 
thanks to the car’s positioning as 
a more of a crossover than a 
traditional hatchback. 

And you’ve got to hand it to Mini, 
as its designers have stayed 
faithful to the basic shape that’s 
become so familiar over the 
years. The Countryman looks 
beefier than its longer established 
cousins, and despite the car’s 
chunky stance all the key visual 
features remain. 

One thing has changed, though. 
To complement the Countryman’s 
obvious lifestyle leanings, BMW 
has added all-wheel drive to 


selected models - a first for a 
Mini. Badged ALL4, the system is 
active when you pull away after 
starting the car then reverts to 
front-wheel drive. However, any 
loss of grip will have the system 
springing into life, varying the 
power split front to rear as 
required. And the best bit is you 
don’t have to do a thing. 

Speaking of performance, the 
Countryman has a small but 
impressive range of engines. As 
with other Minis, you now get all 
the familiar efficiency widgets 
such as engine stop-start. The 
default transmission is a slick, 
six-speed manual with the option 
of an auto on selected models. 
The range runs from the entry- 
level One with its 98 horsepower 
petrol motor to the Cooper and 
122 horsepower and to the Cooper 


S with 184 horsepower - all from 
a 1.6-litre petrol engine. The One 
D and Cooper D diesel boast 98 
and 112 horsepower respectively 
There’s little doubt that the 
Cooper S with all the bells and 
whistles offers keen drivers a 
thrilling experience. With the 
addition of all-wheel drive, wet 
weather and mild off-roading 
(muddy field, dirt track) can be 
tackled with confidence. 

If fuel consumption is an 
overriding concern, Mini’s new 
diesel motor should appeal. Now 
a BMW-sourced 1.6-litre turbo 
unit, the engine offers improved 
economy and emissions 
performance over the similar 
engines fitted to past generation 
cars. In front-wheel drive form 
C02 is only 115g/km while the all¬ 
wheel drive system results in a

Some things never change, 
though. Whatever engine you 
choose, the Countryman delivers 
the usual Mini experience. 

Despite its size, the car is just as 
chuckable as the rest of the 
range. With accurate steering, a 
slick manual gearshift and a firm 
but compliant ride, the car should 
please keen drivers - only this 
time families won’t feel excluded. 
Predictably, the Cooper D offers 
ample low-down acceleration to 
make those stop-start urban 
journeys bearable, while the 
diesel’s extra torque makes light 
work of overtaking slower traffic 
away from the city limits. Factor 
in wallet-friendly C02 and fuel 
economy figures and, for anyone 
racking up the miles, it makes a 
lot of sense. 

For anyone else, the petrol Cooper 
variant should prove more than 
ample if you wish to balance 
asking price and the ability to 
choose a few attractive optional 
extras. 

It might have grown in size but, 
in Countryman guise, this 
particular Mini hasn’t suddenly 
become Mr Sensible. Fun to drive 
and likely to be fun to own, the 
Countryman’s initial sales 
success is proof that there 
remains plenty of potential in the 
Mini franchise.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
